actuals closely approximated to the estimated receipts. Under the head of Expenditure, it — 
was proposed to disburse Rs. 1,29,870, leaving a balance of Rs, 1,985 only, the large. actual 
balance of Rs. 54,255 (after allowing for the extra Rs. 6,000 in receipts) i.¢., mai due to 
the small expenditure on Original works. Savings were also effected under the 
‘Engineering establishment’ (about Rs. 8,000) ‘Repairs’ and ‘Collection establishment? — 
(some Rs. 6,000 each.) The outlay on ‘Repairs’ though less than the estimate was nearly Rs. 
46,000, the balance represents an actual saving under the head “Collection establishment.” 
A sum of Rs, 9,000 was included in the budget against a payment to be made to Government on — 
account.of road cess establishment. Only Rs. 3,700 were demanded by Government; the 
actual and estimated expenditures therefore were nearly equal. The estimate for ‘Engin 
establishment’ was curtailed in consequence of the belief that it was necessary to proceed 
caution during the first year of the working of the Road Cess Act, and until the. question 
of the retention of the ferry tolls was finally settled. This also partially accounts for the 
small outlay on Original works.

3. (1).—What works are proposed to be done this year —I1 have recently been over 
nearly the whole of the roads in the district from end to end. With the knowledge there 
gained, I have been able to divide them, according to their relative importance into four 
classes, A, Bb, C,and D. A being metalled and bridged roads; B unmetalled roads, but 
important enough to be kept up as “all-weather” roads, and gradually bridged and brought 
into a state fit to receive metul if required; C, fair-weather roads, to be repaired only once 
a year; D, village roads. Ooming under the terms of the Government circular No, 82 
of 27th Septembey 1873, A and B roads are to be under the control of the District 
Engineer aud his staff, C and D roads under the control of the District and Branch 
Committees. This change of system is now being worked out, and the result will be fully 
reported on in next year’s report. The chief work in hand under class B is the road from 
Buckhtearpore to Behar. There are engineering difficulties connected with it which render ’ 
it advisable, as 1 have stated in my report, to have a properly qualified Executive Engineer N 
as our District Engineer. Bricks are being made for such bridges or causeways as may be 
determined upon. I may say generally that | am endeavouring to save as much money as

\ 8. The preliminary operations for the introduction of the road cess were completed — 
by the beginning of the year, but collections did not commence until January. In order 
to provide for worksito be undertaken during the first quarter of the year, an application 
_ was made in this office No. 1151 dated 6th July 1876 for an advance of Rs. 14,000 repay- 
_able from the first year’s collections; but this application was refused by Government as 
being inadmissible under the rules in force. For want of funds the district works were 
thus at a standstill during the first quarter, and when in January money began to flow in, 
another cause came into operation to hinder effective working. Although the change did 
not take place until March 1877, it was in January, or about then, rumoured that the Gya 
Division of public works would be soon abolished, and the Gya District be raised to the first 
class in respect of district works. Perhaps not unnaturally the Engineer then in charge 
did not see his way to interesting himself over much in works, the completion of which he 
could never hope to see, and in this way it came about that very little indeed was accom- 
between January and March, when the Engineers quartered in the district finally 
returned from it. As the Executive Engineer’s new division comprised the districts of 
- Patna, Gya, and Shahabad, with head-quarters at Bankipore, it was not to be expected that 
he could devote much of his attention to the district roads in Gya, and as a fact, anything 
done for the roads was mostly done under the Chairman’s personal care and superintendence 
until July when Mr. C. A. Mills, having been appointed Assistant Engineer m charge of 
the Gya Sub-Division, Public Works Department, assumed immediate charge of the 
district works. In the mean time, as far as the local authorities were concerned, all pos- 
- sible efforts were made officially and demi-officially to obtain an order from Government 
ising the district to the first class. In those months, however, the famine in Madras and 
Poainy was makiug large demands on the attention of Government in. the Public Works 
Department, and probably for this reason delay took place. The orders of Government were 
‘conveyed in its letter No. 1460E., dated the 1st September, and were to the effect that, when 
_ the services of a competent engineer and an adequate establishment were secured by the 
* Oommittee, the district would then be transferred from the second to the first class. No time 
was lost in conveying demi-officially to the Chief Engineer the Committee’s wish to have > 
undivided services of Mr, Mills as District Engineer. The nomination was not imm: ely. 
‘endorsed, but the hope was held out that, on the return from Bombay and Madras of the » 
engineer officers deputed to those Presidencies, the services of Mr. Mills would then be 
atthe Committee’s disposal.

Ls non-official members, as usual, evinced the greatest interest in the discharge of their duties, _ 
fee being always anxions to promote useful measnres und to take an active*part in carrying 
a them out. 


5. The Branch Committee at Hajeepore did not convene any meeting during the year, 
and that at Sitamarhee met only once. The business of these Committees at present consists 
chiefly in bringing to the notice of the Sudder Committee any urgent or important works, 
and in suggesting improvements in their respective sub-divisions and the like, such works 
being undertaken by the engineering establishment on the orders of the district or Sudder 
Committee. No separate funds are placed at the disposal of the Branch Committee, all 
expenditure being met from head-quarters. The question of improvement of village roads, 
through the agency of Branch Committees, is, however, receiving attention, and for this pro- 
vision will be made in the next budget if possible 

6. In accordance with Section 49 of Act X. of 1871, the Road Committees of this district 
have been reconstituted since 29th August 1877,—vide bengal Government notification dated 
29th August 1877. 

7. The estimate of income and expenditure for the year under review were, as in the 
previous year, framed by the Chairman in concert with the Executive Engineer, who at the 
time was in charge of the district works, and having been approved by the Committee at a 
meeting held on 27th July 1876, were submitted in due course to the Commissioner whose 
sanction to the same was obtained on 2ist December 1476, as per his No. 261J. dated 
19th idem. 

8. In the above estimates the receipts, inclusive of the unexpended balance on Ist 
October 1876, were put down at Rs 2,97,062, aud the expenditure at Rs. 2,06,273 against 
totals of Rs. 1,98,087 and Rs. 1,96,217, respectively, in the previous years The difference 
‘between the estimated figures and the amounts actually expended under each head will — 
‘be seen from the annual account now submitted. sane 
.. -~ 9, From the above it will appear that the gross amount at the disposal of the Gom 
mittee during the year was Rs, 2,02,907-11-6. Of this sum, Rs. 1,04,389-13-5 represents th

Leaving the collections under “ Sales of produce and stores” and “ Fines,” &e., in 
respect of which there is no important difference between the figures of the two years, we 
come to Miscellaneous receipts” of the year, which amounted to Rs. 1,067-4-9, showing 4 
decrease of Rs. 1,651-11-9, This is mainly dne to Rs. 1,036 having been contributed in the 
previous year by the Town Fund Committee of Hajeepore for metalling the Ist mile of the 
road Hajeepore, which amount was included in that year’s account as Miscellaneous

8. The expenditure side of the account shows a decrease of Rs. 2,709-4-9 under head 
« Establishment on collection of revenue, &c.” This is attributable partly to the reduction 
of Establishments both in Chairman and Road Cess Deputy Collector’s office, and partly to 
the disbursement of salary for September 1876 during the same month on account of the 
intervention of the Dusserah vacation, 

14. Ks. 80,000 had to be contributed towards the expenditure incurred by the Govern- 
ment of India for the relief of late scarcity in Bengal, as per Government of Bengal’s 
Resolution No. 3307 dated the 18th October 1876, and the charge has been debited in the 
accounts as Refunds, 

15, In original works the Committee expended only Rs. 38,916-11-7 during the year. 
Of this sum, Rs, 31,895-7-9 represents expenditure during the late famine, which was adjusted 
in the accounts now submitted. The actual expenditure on original works during the past 

ear was therefore only Rs. 7,021-3-10. ‘The principal item of works to which this amount 
proportion are— 

1st.—The bridge over Dunda Nullah, for which estimate has already been submitted for 
sanction,—vide this office No. 10 dated the 7th Jannary 1578. The Committee, however, 
considering that advantage should be taken of the brick-making season, ordered the manu- 
facture of bricks for the work in anticipation of sanction, 

2nd.—The bridge over the river Bya at Gooriah ghat. This work was estimated for 
during the past year and has since been sanctioned,—vide Government letter No. 9c. dated 
5th January 1878, and is about to be commenced ; bricks for the same having already been 
manufactured in afiticipation of sanction. 

8rd.—Vhe bridges on Soorsund road, for which Rs. 373-14-6 only was expended, 
and this represents solely the cost of bricks supplied. Some of these bridges have already 
been commenced under sanction of the Committee, being of less than 12’ span, and for others 
estimates are in hand and will be submitted for sanction at an early date. 

4th.—The construction or rather the replacement of a culvert of 30’, waterway at 
Rughopur on the Mullye road. This work was sanctioned by the Road Committee under 
paragraph 35 of the Bengal Government’s circular No. 1209 dated the 8th March 1875. 
Materials for this work were collected during the year. 

16. Of the minor work, the only item which calls for any remark is the planting trees 
on the sides of roads. This measure was proposed in accordance with suggestion in Com- 
missioner’s letter No. 406 dated the 16th February 1877, and sanctioned by the Comunittee 
at their meeting held on 14th March 1877. Trees have already been planted on the first five 
miles of Hajeepore road, and those on which the operation were in progress on 30th Septem- 
ber last are given below :—

This ¢ircum-— 
stance is attributable to the roads being in better order than in the previous year. The 

letting ont of works to contractors by competition also to some extent accounts for’ the 

decrease. .The detailed cost of repairs to each road is given in Part II. of the annual , 
accounts, ' 

21. Comparing the figures undcr head “ Road establishment” for the year, we find - 
an increase of Rs. 7,982-13-10 in the former, which is attributable to the engineering 
establishment of the district having been appointed from Ist April last. The upper and 
lower subordinates have all been reported by the District Engineer to have worked satisfac. 
torily, particular mention being made of Baboo Koylash Chandra Mittra, Overseer, in charge 
of Sudder Sub-Division, Great energy has been displayed by the District Engineer, 
Mr. H. W. Steveus, c.x., in discharging the duties entrusted to him, and the opiniou 
expressed hy the Committee at the time of his nomination, riz., that “ he is as good an officer 
as could possibly be selected for the appointment,” has been fully justified. The staff in 
the Committee and Road Cess leputy Collector’s office have also worked satisfactorily. 

22. Under head ‘‘ Tools and plant” there was an increase in the expenditure duri 
the past year by Rs. 469-10-8. This is due to the cost of furniture purchased for the office of 
the District Engineer.

I nave the honor to submit the following report on the working of the Road Cess 
Department of this district during the cess year 1876-77, The brief preliminary report 
rescribed by Government in the Public Works Department circular No, 50 dated 28rd 
Suly 1873 was submitted to you with this office letter No.‘234 dated 19th July 1877. 

2. The whole working of the Ceperiner was carried out under the supervision of the 
District Road Cess Committee, there having been no Branch Committees regularly con- 
stituted in the district last year. The District Committee were composed of 19 members, of 
whom six only were official. The names of all the members, together with the number of 
meetings attended by each, are given below. A statement is also anvexed shewing the 
particulars of the meetings of the Committee during the year :— P

8. From the above it will appear that there were only six meetings held throughout 
the year, in all but one of which there was a quornm. ‘Those members who attended the 
greater number of meetings usually took a fair amount of interest in the Committce’s work ; 
but I regret having to remark that the help which I received from the majority of the non- 
official members has not been such as could be desired. There were six members who did 
not attend any meeting, and they were all non-official. The Committee has now been re- 
organized, and the attendance at the meetings held since the beginning of the current year 
affords the hope of a better state of things. The Branch Committees have also been or- 

_ ganized and are working. 

The Committee was without a Vice-Chairman for the greater, part of the year, 
Mr. B. Dé, Assistant Magistrate, having been appointed ss Vice-Chairman in July’ last 
under Government notification dated 8rd July 1877. The work in the Committee’s office 
was entirely carried on during the above period under the supervision of the Chairman. 

5. The financial results of the working of the Act were as follows :— 

6. Income —The total income during the year was Rs, 1,24,992-4-4, and the year was 
commenced with a balance in hand of Rs. 9,353-4-7. The total amount available for 
expenditure was therefore Rs. 1,34,875-8-11.

13. Road No, 2, Durbhunga to Bohera.—Repaired 16 miles and five bridges. The 
earthwork and bridges on this road have been repaired. During the recent heavy rains it was 
found that several of the wooden bridges would require lengthening, and provision has been 
made for this ih the budget-estimate for the current year. 
14. Road No. 3, Durbhunga to Gopalpore—Repaired 40 miles and 18 bridges. | This 
road is 40 miles in length, and might with advantage be divided into two sections, namely, 
Durbhunga to Pipra Ghat, and Pipra Ghat to Gopalpore Ghat. The Jatter portion forms 
part of the South Emigration Road, and the former section runs from Durbhunga to the 
beginning of the North Emigration Road, and forms part of the line of communication from 
Mozufferpore. This part between Durbhunga and Pipra Ghat I considerto’be the most important 
road in the district. During the past year the earthwork and the bridges have been repaired, 
The wooden bridges on that portion which crosses the old bed and spill of the Kumla river, 
and a few others which required it, have been repaired. The uprights of most are: 
much dilapidated, but it was considered they would last for a year or two more, and 
therefore only the beams and platforms have been made good. Some portions of this road 
between Pipra Ghit ang Gopalpore Ghat are low and will be raised during the current year. 
The water having overtopped and breached the embankment renders this necessary, 
as also the introdyction of some small culverts. ; 
15. Road \o. 4, Durbhunga to Raika—Repaired 20 miles and two bridges. Heavy 
earthwork repairs have been done on this road and also surface repairs. This road forms part 
of the road from Durbhunga to the Nepal frontier at Joynuggur, and is a most important 
one. Allthe bridges are pucca and arched, with one exception, which has a timber 
platform. 
16. Road No. 5, Durbhunga to Kumioul.—Repaired 13 miles and four bridges. This 
forms part of the route from Sectamarree and the North-West vid Durbhunga, Hatowrie, 
&c., to Roserah and on to Monghyr. The earthwork and the bridges have been during the 
r past year repaired. The river Chota Bagmuttee has a tendency to cut into this road at 

three places, but the light protection works which were done were sufficient to arrest the 
ws corroding action,during the past rainy season. 1 consider that it will be necessary eventually 
to divert the road in several places. This cutting action of the river has only existed for a 
few years past, since, in fact, the water of the Kumla burst into the Chota Bagmuttee to the 
south-east of Kumtoul. 

17. Road No.6, Durbhunga to Simree.—Repaired 18 miles and four briages. The rgad 
is the continuation of that from Pipra Ghit towards Mozuflerpore, and is a most important 
one. It has been repaired twice during the past year; at the beginning of the year it was 
surface repairs, and secondly, towards the end of the season, heavy earthwork repairs were 
done all along, with the exception of about a mile and a half, where earth was not obtain- 
able in consequence of the adjacent land being flooded. 

- 18, Road No.7, Lurbhunga vid Hyaghat to Poosha.—Repaired 21} miles and two 
bridges. This road is 25 miles in length. Between Durbhunga aud Hyaghat was repaired 
early in the season, and between Belashpore GbAt and Chukmehsi, and on towards Poosha, 
were partly executed and in progress at the end of the cess year. At Belashpore the river 
Bagmuttee has cut away some of the road, and a diversion across the railway at the north end 
of the station and back to the Belashpore Ghat at the south end of the station will be 
necessary. Provision has been made for this in the budget-estimates of the present year. 

19. Road No. 19, Kohera to Hatowrie.—Repaired nil.’ Work here is in progress and 
will be completed during the present season, , 

20. Road No. 10, Bohera to Hattce.—This road has been partly repaired during the 
past year, and the work is now in progress. 

21. Road No. 14, Hatlee to Roserah vid Singhia and Mongu/ghur.—Repaired 24 miles 
and 17 bridges. Repairs have been executed on this road during the past season, and 
provision has been made for it in the budget-estimates for the current year. 

22, Road No. 18, Chukmehsi vid Simree to Kumtoul.—Repaired 344 miles. and three _ 
bridges. That part of this road between Simree and Kumtoul has been herr and the 
work is still in progress, as its completion was delayed through water at the sides making 
earth difficult to.obtain.

‘through the alteration of the boundary. It was repaired last year by the Mozufferpore Road 
Cess.* Provision has been made for it in the current year. 

28. Mupnoonunnrr Sun-piviston.—Road No. 1, Mudhoobunnee Pandoul to Taj 
Serai.—Repaired seven miles and three bridges. This road is 11 miles long, and runs due 
south as far as Pandoul, and then turns off to the south-west to its junction with the 
Durbhunga and Gopalpore Ghat road at Taj Serai. Repairs were done between Mudhoo- 
bunnee and Pandoul and lightly between Pandoul and Taj Serai. 

29. Road No. 3, Mudhoobunnee vid Motipore and Jhunjharpore to Mudheypore.— 
Repaired eight miles and five bridges, Between Mudhoobunnee and Rampattee Ghat light 
repairs were executed. For several miles between Rampattee Ghat and Motipore the road 

“has never been completed, and, as it is not of the first importance, no provision has been 
made for this part. Between Jhunjharpore and Mudheypore repairs have been done during 
the past year. 


80. Road No. 4, Mudhoobunnee vid Khajoulee to Ladhania,—Qepaired 24 miles ‘and 


12 bridges. This is a very important road, tapping, as it does, a large country. Between 
Mudhoobunnee and Tahar, near Khajoulee, regular repairs were done to the road and 
bridges, and between Tahar and Ladhania lighter repairs were exccuted on the road. Several 
temporary bridges were rebuilt. 

31. Road No. 5, Mudhoobunnee to Ketwai.—Repaired seven miles and five bridges. 
This road forms a link in the route between Mudhoobunnee and the Nepal frontier at 

* Joynuggur. It has been repaired during the past year and is in fair order, 
82. Road No. 6, Mudhoobunnee to Benipattee.—Wepaired 13 miles and nine bridges. 


The part of this road between Mudhoobunnce and Raika constitutes a portion of one of ° 


of the two road cess routes between Durbhunga and Mudhoobunnee, the other being vid Taj 
Serai, On this road several wooden bridges have been completely rebuilt. Between Arere 
and Benipattee the river Kumla crosses the road, and considerable damage was done 
by the spilt water passing through the temporary bridges during the recent high floods. 
The platform of one of the bridges was lifted bodily away and deposited in the neighbouring 
field. Provision has been made for lengthening the bridges in the budget for the current 
year. A long wooden bridge of 20 spans was partially erected a short distance to the west 
of the Kumla during or after the famine, but was never completed. Its object was to pass 
flood water of the Kumla, Instead of completing this bridge, which would always be liable 


to injury from the Kumla floods, it is proposed a dry-weather low-level diversion for the dry 


season and a ferry for the rains, 

83. Road No. 9, Motipore vid Mirzapore to Damoodurpore.—Repaired 17 bridges. 
The only portion of this road which was left completed after the famine is that portion 
between inno and Arere, and on this about Rs. 200 was spent during the past year: 

34. Road No. 10, Khajoulee to Joynuggur.—Light repairs have been done on this road 
during the last season, 

35. Road No. 11, Mirzapore to Lowkaha.—This road has been lightly repaired, and 
as itis an important one for rice traffic, provision has been made for putting it into thorough 
repairs during the present season. 

86. Road No. 12, Kelwai to Pipra Ghat near Mirzapore.—This is a cross-country road, 
and, as it is not of much importance, has not been estimated for in the budget. , 

87. Road No. 13, Benipattee to Kumtoul.—Repaired seven miles and three bridges. 
This road has been repaired, and part of the embankment has been raised near Soliman Ghat. 

88. Road No. 14, Benipattee to Hurlakee —Light earthwork repairs were done on 
this road, and the wooden bridges have been thoroughly repaired ; in fact, many of them 
completely rebuilt. 

89. “Road No. 15, Raika vid Nurhan to Joynuggur.—Repaired 18 miles and one 
bridge. This road has been repaired. One arch culvert gave way, and a wooden top was 
substituted. 

40. Road No. 16, Pipra Ghdt vid Narayah to Tiljooga.—This is the North Emigration 
Road. Many of the bridges on this road are unfinished, and were left so by the Court of 
Wards. It was decided only towards the end of the season that the road cess should com- 
ete these bridges, and provision has been made in the budget-estimates for the current year 

this work, as also for building several bridges which were never commenced by the Raj 
Durbhunga. This is a most important road for grain traffic, and has recently been lightly 
repaired. Thorough repairs are now in hand. : 
- 40a. Road No. 21, Mudheypore to Berhampore. Repaired 84 miles and 18 bridges. 
‘The h repairs of this road were nearly completed during the cess year under review.

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42, Besides the above repairs on roads and bridges, the D road cess dik 
bungalow was also repaired during the last year, at a cost of Rs. 176-8-6. There is a 
dik bungalow in Mudhoobunnee which has also been taken under the road cess. Provisiou 
has been made in the budget of the current year for the repairs of both the bungalows. 

43. It is to be observed here that a considerable amount of work done during the 4 
latter part of the year was not measured up in time to be paid before the year closed. 
A sum of about Rs. 5,000 has been paid during the current year for works done last year. i 
But taking even this circumstance into account, the total amount of work done cannot be~ 
said to be satisfactory when compared with the cost of the engineering establishment. This 
shortness of the work dene was chiefly due to certain difficulties with which the Committee 
had to struggle during the last year. he difficulties were reported in my preliminary report 
(vide No, 234 dated 19th July 1877), and they were, that the Committee were without an’ 
engiucer till the end of the first quarter of the year; that its subordinate establishment: 
were not efficient ; aud that their Engineer, Mr. Beaumont, joined his appointment in * 
December, and for some time was engaged in examining the various roads in the district 
and making himself acquainted with his charge. The work of repairing roads was not 
therefore taken in hand systematically till the second quarter, and thus a fair portion of the 
working season was lost without anything of real importance being done by the Com- 
mittee. You will also have been made aware by resolutions passed by the Committee 
that they have not been as fully satisfied with their Engineer as they had hoped they would 
be. The question of Mr. Beaumont’s retention in his post will be considered by the 
Committee on the Ist March, when full opportunity will have been given him of earning '

ing the working of the road cess system in this district inthe year 1876-77, I pees ; 
nothing to add to the remarks made by me as Collector in my No. 358R. dated 18th” 
December 1877 to your address. These remarks I reproduce for your information. ae 
Road cess on lands,—* The total demand of road cess on lands leviable in this ¢ 
was Rs, 82,388 against which Rs. 77,529 were collected, leaving a {balance of Rs, 4, 
2 in other words, the collections are 94°1 percent. The arrears were mostly due from 

"paying estates, having several petty share-holders who looked to each other for payme 
i the cess. As regards revenue-free estates, the difficulty of collections is certa 
f these lakhirajdars do not come in to pay revenue at kist time.

As the past year was the first year of the collection in this district, endeavour was 
made to facilitate payment of cess along with land revenue at the kist dates, and the injunc- 
tions cortained in paragraph 10 of the Instructions above alluded to were strictly followed. 
Efforts were atthe same time made to render the work of collection as little unpopular as 
possible ; and with this view, where the arrear was trifling, say one anna or half anna, and 
where the omissions to pay at the proper time was apparently the result of mistake or 
unwilfal negligence, the arrear was accepted without the — fee, which is one rupee in 


every case, This was more especially done when more than one process of attachment was 
issued from the particular village where the defaulter resided.” 

House cess.—“The total demand of the year under this head was Rs. 1,692, the 
collections Rs. 1,054, and the arrears Rs. 638. In this matter the collections do not appear 
so satisfactory as they should be. 

Tn the Sudder Sub-Division the demand was originally Rs. 108, and the whole of it 
was realized during the year. But in consequence of the final settlement of the question 
of boundary between the Districts of Mozufferpore and Durbhunga, some villages assessed 
from the Seetamurhee Sub-Division of the former district were transferred to this district, 
and the cess amounted to Rs. 70. The list of assessees was not received from Mozufferpore 
till towards the close of the year, and consequently no collections could be made. 

In the Mudhoobunnee Sub-Division a cess demand to the amount of Rs, 39, transferred 
from Mozufferpore and included in the demand of this district, was not realized. Besides, 
some of the assessees, the Sub-Divisional Officer reports, cannot be traced. I have directed 
the Sub-Divisional Officer to endeavour to trace them out. 

“In the Tajpore Sub-Division somewhat large arrears have accumulated. This is 
owing, the Sub-Divisional Officer reports, to the canoongo attached to the sub-division 
having been employed on other work, and having had no time to do this work. The explan- 
ation is not quite satisfactory, and the Sub-Divisional Officer has been told so. 

“The collections have been made through the subordinate executive establishment. The 
system of having the collections made through the punchayets, as provided in the Act, is 
unworkable, as pointed out in paragraph 9 of my letter No, 349 dated 3rd December 1877.” 

2. I thus pointed out that the working on the whole had been not unsatisfactory. 

3. Of the total cess on lands, 94°) per cent. was collected within the year. I am of 
opinion that a result even more satisfactory than this could be obtained if, as recommended 
in my letters No. 89R. and 349R. dated 5rd August and 3rd December 1877, respectively, 
the road cess arrears could be realized like arrears of land revenue. 

4. 61°26 per cent. of the house cess was realized. The collections fell short chiefly 
in the Tajpore Sub-Division, where the canoongo employed on house cess collections had 
much of his time taken up with other work. 

5. Next, regarding the different establishments under the Committee. There are three 
such establishments — 

(1)—the road cess office establishment under the Collector ; 

’ (2)—the Chairman’s office ; 

(3)—the engineering establishment. 

6. The two former establishments did their work quite satisfactorily ; but the engineer- 
ing establishment did not give complete satisfaction. The Committee had reason to 
animadvert on the latter point, Their animadversions have produced a change for the better ; 
but it is still a question whether a change in the personne’ of the engineering establishment 
may not be necessary. This point will be decided three months hence. 

7. Village roads,—The Committee’s attention was occupied with the main lines of com- 
munication during the year, Village roads were uot attended to. The Committee, however, 
recognize the wisdom of bringing home to the people the utility of the Act by enabling them 
to repair village roads, and 1 hope that the current year’s results will show this.

3. There were eleven meetings held during the past year, of which three were adjourned 
for want of a quorum. The business of the first nine meetings was despatched by the 
members of the old Committee, and’ that of the remaining three by those of the new Oom- 
mittee. The particulars regarding meetings of both Committees are shown in Appendix A. 

4. Branch Committee.—There is one Branch Committee at Sewan, consisting of fifteen 
members. It was re-organized in July 1877, and the same members who constituted the 
old Committee were re-appointed. They were not called on to report last year, as, owing to 
the late period at which’ the rates were sanctioned, it was only just possible to get our 
budget completed at head-quarters. I can certify, however, from personal inspection that 
their interests have in no way been neglected. We are fortunate in having an experienced 
and skilled engineer of the Public Works Department, who has had nearly six years’ 
experience of the district, and who, to my knowledge, attends to out-of-the way roads, and 
does not neglect them for the sake of those that are more usually seen by high inspecting 
authority.

The total income ‘of the Committee, including the balance of previous year (Rs. 2,504-3-5), 
was therefore Rs, 91,223-2-8, 

6. Road cess —The full amount of cesses assessed under the District Road Oess Act of 
1871, including cess fines, was Rs. 82,273, ‘of which Rs. 44,282-2-7 were realized during the 
year, leaving a balance of Rs, 37,990-13-5 due. The reason for the short collection is prin- 
cipally due to three caus¢s, viz., first, the late period at which the rate for the levying of 
road cess was fixed; 2nd, the natural difficulty of collecting the proceeds of a new tax; and 
Srd, failure of bhadoi aud aghani crops consequent on the scarcity of rains. But vigorous 
steps have been taken for the realization of the outstanding balances, ard about Rs. 27,858 
have since been realized, and in the current year we should have no difficulty. 

Ferry tolls.—Under the head of ferry tolls there was a balance of about Rs. 15,407 
outstanding on account of rents of ferries at the close of the year ; but of this sum, Rs. 6,074 
have since been realized, leaving Rs. 9,333 still due. We have issued notices to the 
dafaulters, requiring immediate payment of the sums outstanding against them; faili 
which, their property will be sold in satisfaction of the demand under. the provisions 0 
Section 7, Regulation VIII. of 1517, as authorized by Section 10, Regulation VI. of 1819 
This step was not taken before, as it was as first proposed to recover the arrears by suing 
the defaulters in the civil court.

13. It would appear, on a reference to the annual account, that expenditure was incurred 
in some bridges for which there was no budget provision, and that in the construction of a 
bridge of three openings on the 19th mile of Sonepore road, the budget has greatly been 
exceeded. 1 would beg to state here that these alterations are unavoidable. The estimates 
are of necessity made by the engiteer and his subordinate long prior to the working season; 
and it stands to reason that, however carefully the preliminary calculations may nave been 
made, difficulties must often arise in the actual working which necessitate increased 
expenditure. 

14. Repairs.—The ‘expenditure on “ Repair works” was Rs. 29,348-2-5, as detailed

18. Tools and Plant.—Rs. 894-14-0 were on account of tools and plant; of this, 
Rs. 454 were on account of Public Works charges. 


19. The sums expended on establishment on Work and Tools and Plant, as shown in 
the quarterly returns, come to Rs, 20,384-2-3 and Rs. 668-15-6, respectively, and those shown 
in the annual account come to Rs, 20,158-1-9 and Rs. 894-14. The cause of this difference 
is that in the quarterly returns, Rs. 45 and Ks. 181-0-6 expended in Tools ang Plant in the 
months of March and May were by clerical error charged to Establishment ; but in preparing 
the annual account the error has beeu rectified, and the amounts have been charged to their 
proper head.

22. After mectiug the expenditures of the year there was a cash balance of 
Rs, 29,725-15-1 left on the 80th September 1877, of which, Rs, 29,124-11-8 (which includes 
Rs. 2,721-15-9 at credit of deposit) was at the treasury, Rs. 270 outstanding against the 
treasury officer, and Rs. 331-3-5 in the hands of different parties.

The total cost of establishment bears a percentage of 28°03 to the total income of the Com- 
mittee, and the cost of establishment on works bears a percentage of 53°40 to the expenditure 
‘on works, This high percentage is due to the short: collections in the road cess, owing to 
which most of the works at first proposed to be executed had to be postponed. Moreover, 
the District Engineer commenced work with a full complement of ‘establishment from the 
beginning of the cess year 1876-77, and it was then hoped that all the proposed works would 
be executed, and the income estimated for would be realized. Of course, these figures look bad, 
but it should be remembered that in the first year mistakes like this must occur. 

24. The works proposed to be undertaken during the current cess year are those 
provided in the district budget for 1877-78. bd 

25. The district is divided into two sub-divisions, viz., Chupra and Sewan Sub- 
Divisions, under Captain May, the District Engineer. The Chupra Spb-Division is in 
charge of Supervisor Baboo Koylas Chandra Mookerjee, and the Sewan Sub-Division in 
charge of Overseer Baboo Bany Madhub Sinha. ‘There were formerly three { in 
this district, two with the supervisor and one with the overseer; but the services of éne sub- 
overseer were dispensed with by order of Government, as, though an exceedingly useful — 
subordinate, his qualifications did not come up to the prescribed standard. We have

Wrrn reference to your letter No. 147C.P., dated the 9th instant, I have the honor to 
submit the following report, regarding the working of the Committee and of the executive 
establishments employed under the District Engineer. 


2. There were 11 meetings held during the past year, of which only three were 


adjourned for want of aquorum. The average attendance at meetings was equal to the 
number required to form a quorum. The official and a few non-official members displayed 
much interest for the working of the Road Cess Act, and were very regular in their attend- 
ance. But most of the non-official members of the old Committee, which worked up to July 
last, attended very irregularly and took no active fiterest in the proceedings, although great 
care was taken to explain matters to them and make them understand that the efficient 
working of the Act very much depended only on their active co-operation. Among the 
non-officials there were some who never attended any meeting, although notices of meetings 

. to be held were regularly sent tothem. Hence, in the selection of the new Committee, the 
names of most of the non-official members who proved themselves very indifferent were 
struck off the list. 


8. There were only two meetings held during the past year by the members of the 
new Committee. ‘heir average attendance was good. But it now appears that the non- 
official members who reside at a distance from the Sudder Station are generally remiss in 
their attendance, and some of them have never attended any meeting. Mr. Liewhellin is 
the only exception; he seems to take interest in the business of the Committee. The non- 
official members residing in the town are generally regular in their attendance, but none of all 
the native memBers have a voice of their own, coinciding invariably in the views of the 
Chairman.
